1 . This action is issued in response to applicant amendment filed 11/1 5/06. 

2. Claims 1-35 were canceled. Claims 36-79, wee added. No Claims were amended. 

3. Claims 36-79 are subject to restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
I. Claims 36-72, and 74 drawn to generating a data structure, classified in class 707, 
subclass 102.

III. Claims 75-79 drawn to data accessing classified in class 707, subclass 9. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reason: 

Inventions II, III, and I, are related as combination and subcombinations. 

Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination or at least inventions which could be used in the same environment note 
some of the dependent claims are related to the environment The subcombinations are distinct 
from each other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has 
separate utility such as the requesting of dividing the content into component, generating 
identifier for each component and identifying a translated component corresponds to a 
translatable component based on an identifier, it does not need the require the method of 
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identifying one or more component in a second language corresponding to a component in a first 
language and presenting the component in the second language and sending the component in the 
second language to the requester as claimed in Group II or the content accessing as claimed in 
Group III. Likewise the identifying one or more component in a second language corresponding 
to a component in a first language and presenting the component in the second language and 
sending the component in the second language to the requester of Group II has separate utility 
from the specific method requesting of dividing the content into component, generating identifier 
for each component and identifying a translated component corresponds to a translatable 
component based on an identifier Group I, and the content accessing of Group III. Similarly, 
invention III has separate utility such as content accessing of claim III, has utility in a general 
search system not requiring the key elements of Group I and II.
